Mr Wells upon American Finance. 

Mr. "Wolls, Bpecial Commissioner of 
the Treasury Dopartmonfc of tho 
United StatoB, has writtou a remark" 
able letter upon the American Finances 
of the present year, which has boon 
published in moat American journals, 
and ia well worth perusal, by all who 
take the slightest interest in tho af- 
fairs of Ufiole Sam. Tho lottor ontera 
minutely into tho whole expenditure 
of* the different departments, and shows 
a diminution in tho expenses of gov- 
ernment that must bo highly satisfac- 
tory to all Americans, who aro not 
desirous of making political capital 
for the coming Presidential elootion, 

uut ul (jrlovautoo nlii^U at ouvU limflH 

are invariably sought out, and somo- 
times invented for party purposes. 
Mr Wells' lottor shows by plain figures 
that the expenses of the War Depart- 
ment have been gradually brought 
back to nearly tho samo amount as 
they reaohed before the war. The in- 
terest on tho national dobt of courso 
forms one of tho most considerable 
items in tho annual expenditure j but 
it i» satisfactory, bo iar as tho growth 
and progress of international com- 
merce is concerned, to find that 
simultaneously With a gradual diminu- 
tion in taxes, the aggroga o debt ex- 
hibits a reduction which lessons the 
annual interest payable by $15,000,000 
por annum. The estimate for tho 
Civil List for tho present year ia only 
about $36,000,000. When wo con, 
sidor that this is to meet tho whole 
civil paylist of a largo nation like 
Amerioa, we may well exclaim at tho 
comparative enormity of tho Civil 
LiBt of our diminutive Colony. Thoro 
are however many differences in tho 
system of official payments botweon 
the two countries which Englishmen 
do not, so far as they aro concornod, 
desire to Bee assimilated, but in now 
countries it is with satisfaction that 
the tax-payers see their money ex- 
pended in what appears to them to bo 
for the substantial bo^ofit of the 
country, than in paymont of salaries 
to officials whoso positions soem to be 
of questionable utility.

With referonco to your remarks as to the 
spirit in which tho Governor has carried out 
the instructions of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment, subsequent to Union, I hardly think 
though differ ing with you, that the subjeot 
forms one of tho advantages or disadvantages 
of Confederation, so I need not mako any aU 
lusion thereto. 

I would in conclusion refer to one fact 
which I omitted in my previcus letter as 
lorming an importont objection to any pre-

Editob Colonist, — It is almost impossible 
within the limits of a short article on any 
■ubjeot to write exhaustively, by which I 
mean, fully enough to meet any objections 
or contrary views that might strike the mind 
of one who is opposed in sentiment to the 
writer.

Oub Bonded Warehouses'. — We accepted 
the invitation of Mr Wilde on Friday, to 
visit iheee buildings seriatim, end were, well 
repaid in doing so. The bonded warehouse 
sysiem in this oity had been a myth to us, 
and many of the public, were often puzzled 
to know how Ihe Government, without any 
public buildings for the purpose, kept the ran 
of imported goods, Wo fiud, however, the 
plan adopted somewhat simple and efficient, 
although it outuils upon the revenue officers 
muob extra trouble and necessitates more 
labor and vigilance than tho publio imagine. 
In the absence of a buildiDg owned by the 
Government, or a series of buildings devoted 
to bonding, through which, by tho way, 
it loses at least §9000 a year — in whioh. 
bonded goods could all be stored together 
private Btores are used, tho owner and reve- 
nue etficer both keeping keys so that neither 
can get into tho ttoros without tho know- 
ledge of the other. Of these stores there are 
uovca— The Hudson Bay Co'b, Broderick's, 
Millard & Boedy's, Grolley & Fittere's, Jan- 
ion, Uhudes & Co's, Dickson, Campbell & 
Co's and one at Esquimau. Of tiiese some 
aro capacious with good ventilation and well 
arranged, equal if not better lhan the aver- 
age of stores in Sun Francisco. At the pre- 
sent time there ate upwards of 30OO tons ol 
goods in bond, tho larger proportion of 
which strongly illustr.tte tho requiremects and 
tastes of the commnnhj. This amount of 
good." in bond teaches us another fact worth 
noticing ; viz., if to thesn 3000 tons of goods 
in bond, which are not over the immediate 
requirements of the ■people, wo add those in 
tho hands of the city traders and those dis- 
tributed recently throughout tho Colony, it 
will be found that to-day in what is alleged 
the culmination ol our distress, there is littlo 
short of a ton of goods to every person of our 
white population. Wo doubt whether any 
Other community in ibe British Empiro can 
make such an exhibit. When wo furthe- 
recollect in this connection that there are still 
geveral vessels due from England, we may 
nafely coucludc, thun in commeroe, as in our 
miuiog, cool and lumber interests, the Col- 
ony was never in a bettor condition ma- 
terially. 

Inquest. — An inquest wus held on Satur- 
day by the Coroner, upon the body of Mr 
Donald McAulay, at Esquimau. It appears 
from the evidence that shortly before the 
deceased went out fishing in a small risky 
boat, and that on drawing in a stone which 
he used as on anchor, he fell overboard, aud 
was unable to extricate his hand from the 
rope in which it had got twisted, by some 
meare. When discovered in the morning by 
tho milkboy going across to the naval hos- 
pt'al, the hand was seen a little way beneath 
the surface. Under Ibo circumstances the 
jury found a verdict of accidental drown- 
ing, Mr McAulay was an employo of the 
Hudson Bay Co for over thirty years, and at 
tho time of his dealb had charge of the com- 
pany's powder magazino at Esquimalt, The 
funeral took place from St Andrew's church 
yeBterday. Doccased was over sixty years 
old. 

Ecclesiastical. — At an ordination held at 
the Cathedral yesterday morning by the 
Right Rev the Lord Bishop of Columbia, 
assisted by tho Venerable tho Archdeacons 
Woods and Reece and by the Rev W E Hay- 
man, the Rov J C B Cave of Sapperton, 
New Westminster, was admitted to tho 
order ol the priesthood, and the Rev Holmes 
of Yale, and tho Rev B Owon of tho Indian 
Mission, Victoria, to ihe order of deacons. 
The ceremony ol tho induction of the Arch- 
deacons to the Archdeaconries and dignities 
of Columbia aud Vancouver respectively, 
was in tho atsence of the very Rev the Dean 
ond in obedience to tho Bishop's mandate, 
performed by the Rev W E Uayman, aesiBt- 
aut minister of Christ Church, by placing 
the Archdeacon* severally, iu possession of a 
chair and seat in token of their full invest- 
ment with the powers and privileges of their 
responsible office. 

Audacious Robbery. — A few days siHce, 
tho High Sherifl dismounted at his office and 
tied his horse to an adjacent post. While 
thu Stipendiary Magistrate and two other 
gentlemen wore standing tulkiog close to the 
animal, a daring but olever 'thief cropt up, 
and in a twinkling sirippad the horse of both 
saddle aud biidle. In a lew minutes tho 
Sheriff returned, and was atnuzed to see his 
Baddlo and bridle gniio. The Magistrate in- 
dignant at the very idea of a robbery being 
corrmiilod almost iu his presonce, started the 
police force alter the 'robber,' (wag), who 
upon the hunt becoming warm, dropped his 
plunder in the street, and osou ped to a well 
known haunt c'ose by.

Canada. 

Ottawa, Sept. 15- There was a large 
crowd outsido the court room this morn- 
ing, very few were admitted. Tho pris- 
oner on being brought in looked pale and 
nervous. Tho jury roturned a verdict of 
guilty. The prisoner who heard the an- 
nouncement with great composuro then 
made a long address to the Court in 
whicli ho emphatically and solemnly as- 
serted his entire iunocence of the crime. 
Ho denied having any connection- with 
tho Fenians, and ho declared ho had been 
condemned because he was a Rocuun 
Catholic and that tho evidence had beeu 
deliberately concocted to couvict him. 
He wus going on to spook of tho cruel 
treatment of Irishmen by Euglaod when 
he was interrupted by tho Cuief Justice, 
who pointed out that whatever might be 
the case elsewhere, in this country Irish- 
men aud all other classes wero treated 
alike before the law — ho had uo reasonable 
grounds for any complaint. Al ter solemn- 
ly cautioning the prisoner against en- 
tertaining any hopes of pardou, and im- 
ploring him to prepare for tho future, 
His Lordship sentenced him to he exo- 
cuted ou Thursday tho 10th day of De- 
cember. 



South America. 

London, Sopt 12— The fortifications of 
Uumaita had been raxed to Ihe ground, at 
last accounts ; tho whole allied array had 
commenoed a mirch to lay siege to the for- 
tified position of Lopez. 

Europe. 

London, Sopt 12— It is generally consi- 
dered that tho tvents of the last fortnight 
have made little change in the political con^ 
dition of the continent, either io lessen or 
increase Ibe chauces of war ; while on the 
one hand the press ol Germany assumed a 
quieter tone as poof that they wero conDdent 
of peace ; on the other band it is known iliai 
Franco has relused a formal demand made 
by Nigra, the Italian ambassador, for the 
recall of tho French troops from Rome and 
at the same time the Prince Regent has 
brought to Paris a proposition from Spain io 
cement an alliance with Franca, by sending 
30,000 soldiers to Borne. Tuo proposition 
and the approaching olectiou looks warlike. 
The London Times, says Juhnson, the Am- 
erican Minister, has a carte blanche from 
his Government to sottle the Alabama 
claims. The case presents but littlo troublo. 
The only difficulty is the reluctance of the 
Amorican Government to settle the difficulty 
growing out of former resentments. No 
Amerioon statesman believed in the con- 
niranoe of Great Britain. There might bo a 
question as to tbo inadequate laws making 
England answerable, but this could bo easily 
settled. The real grievance of tho United 
States was in the differences in the Civil 
war and. tho willingness of England to Bee 
the Uuion destroyed. They think we should 
have shown active sympathy with the North. 
He now outs the past adrift, and the thing 
is as good as sealed. The only thing to be 
ascertained is the responsibility ol Englaud 
to Ox propor indemnity. 

London, Sept 16— The Moniteur has a 
tranquilising leader reviewing tho rolatious 
of the Great Powers, and considers the situ- 
ation calm and peaceful. 

Registering voters for lha forthcoming; 
parliameniary elections which will comineuco 
about Ihe 13tb of November, is being prose- 
cuted with gieat diligence throughout the 
British Iales. At many places women for- 
mally demanded that their names bo placed 
on the list of voters, on tho ground that they 
possessed tho property qualifications pre- 
scribed by tho Rsloira Bill. Tho legal as- 
pect of the question has oxcitod muoh pub* 
lie interest on tho subject ; over six thou 
sand women bad claimed the right to bo 
registered in Manchester alone, Their do- 
mauds were urged in an able speech before 
the registering officials by Miss Lydia Boc. 
ker. Alter the argument on both sides, the 
claim waB disallowed ; similur proceedings 
took place iu other towns. The question has 
filially beou brought bufure the Judges of 
Westminister, and tbey have over-ruled tho 
applioation that ( women bo registered as 
volets, on account of an amendment to tho 
Roform Bill which was passed in the House 
of Commons by Mr Mill, which substitutes 
the words ' men and persons' for 'man' — was 
rejected. By ibis action the House clearly 
vindicated tho intent and purpose if Ihe bill 
in this respect,

Editorial Correspondence No. 10. 



Washinc-ton, D. C, J_ly 27, 18G8. 

For more Iban a week we have enjoyed 
ourselves in this "city of magnificent dis> 
tances"— so called from the magnificent 
future which its founders glowingly predicted 
for il, tho fulfilment of which seems still in- 
volved in tho womb of years yet to come 
Washington is far from hoing a handsome 
oity. It is far behind Now York, Boston, or 
Baltimore io Brobitectural taste or design, 
and only tbe truly magnificent publio build- 
ings (hat dot ils site save it from a lameness 
that would be absolutely painful. The war' 
in one respect, was a benefit to Washington — 
its population baring nearly doubled since 
that melancholy epoch. In 18G1 the num- 
ber of inhabitant* was 60,000, now Ihey 
Dumber about 130,000 ; fully 30,000 of whom 
are colored. Tbe oity stands on the north 
shore of tbo Potomsc rivor, a stream render- 
ed historic by the stirring events of tho late 
war. The main Capitol buildiDg, in which 
the Legislative business of the nation is 
transacted, is of white freestoie, and is sur- 
mounted by a great domo, whioh rises nearly 
200 leet above tho roof, furnieblDg a land- 
maik for many miles around. Tbe height ol 
the structure Irom the ground to the apex ol 
the dome is 4U0 feet, and tbe view obtaioed 
from such a height, it may well be imagined, 
is pictuitsque and lovely in extreme. Ol 
late years a north and south wing have been 
added to the main building, for the aooom 
modatioD of tho Legislative bodies. The 
Senate (or Upper House) holds its sittings in 
the north, and tho Lower House in the south 
wing. The wings have ceilings of stained 
glass, abovo which gas jeis are so arranged 
that at night eolt, mellow rays of light are 
thrown into the ball below. Within the 
great dome and in various portions of Ihe 
main hall are arranged statues of eminent 
deceased Amerioan statesmen, and several 
paiDtings of prominent living Republicans 
Of the former, Mr Lincoln's occupies the 
most prominent position, and is more Ire 
quently mot with than any other, while the 
Futher ol his country — Geoige Washington — 
is seen but twico, solus, once in plaster be, 
neatb one of tbe small domes, and once in oi 
ut tbe right of Speuker Colfux's chair, in the 
House ol Representatives ; tbe loft of the 
chair being occupied by a handsome full- 
length portrait of the Fronch General Marqois 
do Lafayette, whose exertions in behalf of 
tho revolted colonies are loo well remembered 
by all readers of Arno'ican history to need 
recapitulation here. The Slate, Treasury, 
War and Patent Office Buildings (and I be- 
lieve ono or two others) occupy siies in oiher 
parts of the city. They are built ol whito 
marble. Each covers a equure of ground, is 
a handsome structure, and if locatod in a ciiy 
remote from ihe Capitol building would be 
imposicg. As it is, tho immensity and mag 
nilicence of the Capitol overshadows and 
dwarfs nil the rest. , 

The President's mansion is situated on 
Pennsylvania avenuo, distant one mile from 
tho Cnpiiol. It is built ol wbi e freestone 
and is surrounded by handsome lawns, flower 
beds and shaded Walks. Visitors are ad- 
mitted almost daily, aud shown through tbe 
lamous east and bluo rooms by polite attend- 
ants, who seem never lo lire in poiniing out 
and explaining tbe vurinus objects of interest 
contained within the mansion. On Suturday 
evenings, during the fine weather, a regi- 
mental band performs choice seleotions of 
music in Iront of the mansion, and Ihe occa- 
sion is improved by the fair portion of 
Washington society, iu a prsmenade tbrongb 
the grounds. Last Saturday evening we 
joined tho promenade. The scene presonted 
was, I am assured, unusually brillinnt. The 
Washington belles appeared attired in the 
latest Btylos to great advantage Tbe pre* 
vailing fashion for young ladies is short 
walking suits, mostly of while pique, out a la 



Polonaise. Plain black grenadines with 
shawls to matob, and light grenadines with 
laoe shawls were alio oumeroni — tbe grena. 
dine dresses being invariably worn long. 
The Fanohon bonnet is the latest Washing- 
ton novelty. Tho bota worn are so small as 
to be hardly worth the mention. Daring the 
progiess of the promenade, President John- 
son, with Secretaries McCullough aDd Welles, 
snd tbe ladies of the Presidential boutehold 
occupied the balcony. Mr Johnson is a 
better-looking man (ban his piotnies led me 
to snppoBS. Bis toilet was scrupulously 
neat and bis faoe free from lines of care or 
anxiety. He appears to have accepted tbe 
fierce assaults tnado upon him by Congress 
from time to lime, as a matter of coune, and 
as inseparable from the discharge of tbe 
duties of bis office. Secrotary McCullough 
resembles Mr Johnson closely, and Mr 
Welles has a rod face and a full, long white 
beard. 

The hotels ol Washington are both dirty- 
looking and diriy. Neither in appearance 
nor faro, does tbe best of thorn approach Ibe 
poorest San Francisco establishment. Wil • 
lard's, the fashionable hotel, has a dingy, 
griraey look that would not be tolerated io 
a western oity. The hotols mostly sland on 
Pennsylvania Avenue — tho widest thorough- 
faro on tbe Continent. It ought, from ils 
relation to the Capitol and tho Whito Rouse 
(it has ono at either end) to have on its line 
the finost buildings in the oily; but it has 
just the reverse— boiDg fringed on either side 
with mem, old, tumbledown structures, and 
ending at tbo Capitol io a rough-board 
stable I A line of street cars runs through 
Ihe centre ol the Avenue. 

Speaking of street cars, I am reminded 
cf the characteristic politeness of Washington 
passengers as compared wiih that of Brook- 
lyn and New York. In tho former cities, a 
lady enters a car filled with male bipeds, 
and in nine cases out of ten I will lay a 
wager not a seat will be offered her ; she 
must remain standing and striving to main- 
tain an equilibrium by grat>piog a baud-strap 
mapanded from tbe ceiling of the oar, until 
a vacant seat be provided by the alighting 
of the first gentleman who arrives at iboeod 
ol Lis journey. Here in Washy»;t»rj, how- 
ever, let a fomale enter a crow dod oar and 
iastantly half-a-dozen gentlomcn rise and 
tender tbe fair one a ohoioe of Beats a swtet 
smile and a pleasant ' thank ynu sir,' being 
deemed sufficient compocsatian lor the 
gracious act of self-denial.
